Whitchead and W, Penn, 
as more Loraly then ever he found any of the Biſhops, 
exther Engliſh or Scottiſh, carrics its anſwer along 
with it, viz, for by noneof them was I ever Ex- 
communicated, but by the former I was Excommu- 
xicated. —— This quite blunts the edge of his 
Charge againſt them, by ſhewing the ground 
thereof, viz, Their having: been concerned 
againſt him, and the motive thereto. viz. his 
Spleen againſt them therefore.

In vain are all bis ſhuffling Agoravations againſt 
me, upbraiding me with my bemg changed in my 
Opinion, of what thefe Quakers were; anda lit- 
tle lower, I own ir, they deceived me, they were 
the Dcecetvers, and 'I was the Deceived, Anſw. 
Any intelligent Reader may perceive, it was 
Principles, and not Perſons he vindicated; the 
Cauſe, not Parties he then eſpouſed; therefore 
This 1s only a Sophiitical turn, to fervea turn

* part ſo ayowedly broached in the City of Rowze, 
©or any where elſe in Popiſh Countries, theſe 
* eſteemed Watchmen among them, would be

not this a Malicious inſfinuation, as if Proteſt ants 


were more Supine, Careleis, and leſs Zealous 
for the true Chriftian Faith, than Papils; and 
co what end I pray, but to make them as ſpight- 
ful as himſelf ? He goes on, © Which would ſeem 
*tocaſt a Refletion on the Pro:eftan: Churches, 
© if fome able Men, &c. Now here is not only a 
calling themout, awaking them as it were out 
of a Sleep, as if they had been all this while Slum= 
bring, regardleſs what Errours or Herel:es crept 
in, but that alſo under the Pain and Penal- 
ty, if they did not rouſe up, of Iying under the 
weight of his Reflection. Therefore, whether 
This was an Argument of his Loye to them, or 
the contrary, i dare leave wich the Pious and 
Learned to determine themfelves. And now 
ſhall reſume whar ] had before skipt to come at 
this Paſſage, viz, Their Application of that Place 
m AQ 21. 28. againſt me, is viry abuſive and 
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ſhamel:ſs ;, The Fems cried, Men of Iſrael help. 
But againſt wha: ? Againſt Paul, 4nd the worthy 
Name of Chriit whicy. he bore Teſtimony to. Did 
I make any ſuch cry, to help againſt that worthy 
Nime, or any true Profeſſors of 4, by my imuning 
them te opprſe the vile Errours that are contrary to 
fre. Arſw. This is but a begging the Queſtion, 
that his Antagoniſts are not true Proteſlors of 
the worthy Name cf Chrij# is but gratis diftum, 
he ſays it, wedeny it, Afirmanti incumbit fro 
62:10 ; he that affirms muſt prove; therein he 
falls ſhort; we ſay there's no ſuch danger of 
any oppoktion to the worthy Nam? of Chrift, 
by our promoting thoſe Dottrines which he 
calls vile Errours, and infinuates us guilty of, 
fo that *lus Men of Straw he Fights againſt. But 
on the other hand, the Application of this Scri- 
pture belongs to him, on this account, Thoſe 
malicious Jews who oppofed the Apoſtle, ac: 
cuſed him of that which 1 ewas not guilty of,upon 
a falſe ſurmize, as may be ſeen in the following 
Verſe, and up-n that foul miſtake, ftirred up 
the People againſt him, which how parallel it Is

Br, adds he, in ſo far as 
it tells a moſt impuaent untruth, Yith reſpett ro the 
People called Quakers; I cannot omit it, for, where- 
a I have ſaid, that many of their chiefeſt Teachers, 
have with great boldneſs, provoked ſuch as differed 
from them, to publick.

| betrue. Anſw. His charge of an impudent un- 


truth, I retort back vpon bimſclf, for his Al- 
ſertion I neither Affirmed, nor Denicd, bur lefs 
him to prove, as my words themſelves will plain- 
ly manifeſt ; ſee Brief Obſervations, p. 11. thus, 
© That the Qnakers have with greab boldneſs 
© provoked to Publick Diſputes, he ſays indeed, 
© but doth not prove it. Now, pray whoſe Face 
has moſt Brſs in it; mine for ſo ſaying, or 
his for falfly charging me. He goes on, But the 
colour they would put upon it, is that what they did, 
was to clear themſelves, and 10 aetett the Avuſes pat 
on them z as if they had been only on the De- 
fenſive part, in all publick Oppoſitions they made in 
Congregations, and elſewhere, whereas ut 65 abun- 
dantly known, they were the firſ® Aggreſſors, &C. 
Anſw. I won't grant him an Ace, but require 
Proof of all that he ſays, and as to his referring 
to G, Fox?s Tournal and E. Burroughs's Collected 
Treatiſes, they are large Books, and what part

fore let him mention particulars, and then if [ 
think it worth wy while, he may perhaps hear 
farther from me.

The Fourth Head (viz. © His itch to have

ied Recripinations and Refletiinns agaiuſi bin, al- 
ready anſwered ;, except in the latter part of it, &C: 
Anfw. As he ſays already aniwered, though I 
ſay only Evaded, as the Reader may ſee, if he 
Picaſe to be at the trouble of comparing the one 
with the other, yet what part of it he hag 
already taken ſome ſinall notice of, is already 
' replicd to, and fo 1 ſhall follow him'to the lat- 
ter Part, which he gives thus, They propoſe 7, 
whether it would :.0t be moſt equal and reaſonable for 
1he7, viz, ſuch to whom I have directed my Expo- 
ſtulation, to begin with mr, by calling me forth to 
a publick Hearing upon my former Books. To this 1 
@1.ſmer, that 1 am moſt willing they do, and what

have proved it againſt me in one particular, To 


which I anſwer, If he will ſhut his Eyes, and 
will not lee, whocan help it? Or it he wil} be 
ſo Partial in his own Cauſe, as to reſolve not 
to be convinced of it, let what Proof will be 


offered, ?tis his own fault. T. Elwood whath pro- 


ved it upon him in three Tracts,and that in more 
than one particular z and his not having anſwcr- 
ed either of them, is ſufficient ground to cont1- 
nue the Charge upon him, taking it for gran- 
ted; that if he could have done it fairly, he would,- 
or if by any Sophiſtical Art,he could have neatly 
blinded it, he would not have been wanting in 
his endeavours, In the next*place, in p. 5. He 
would fain perſuade thoſe to whom he direas 
his Expoſtulation, that *tis moſt proper to begin with 
us firſt, becauſe, lays he, whatever juſt Offence IT 
have given to any of them, my late Aadverſarics of 
that Gang among the Quakers heve far exceeded 
me. Anſw. That is but his ſay fo, whereof him- 
ſelf 1s no competent Judge. 4d adds he, they 
have that which caſts of Ballance as ts them, that 
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they juſtifie al they have ſaid, and Printed againſt 


them to every Title, to maintain their Infallibility ; 
which I have not done, but in divers things 1 confeſs 


' my miſt akes, and wherein I have juſtly offended any, 


1 bumbly ask their Forgiveneſs. Anſw. Suppoling, 
but not granting what he ſays to be true, have 
not thoſe he applies himſelf to, the more need ts 
begin with him firſt, that they may take him in 
the mind while he is in the mind, and bring 
him from lurking in bare Generals to deſcend to 
Particulars, and ſo try whether” he be ſincere in 
his Proteſtations, by bringing him to a thorow 
Recantation;z Whereas, if the Caſe be as he 
repreſents it with us, they muſt expect no ſuch 
compliance from us, but a ſteddy adherence te 
eur Aſſzrtions, conſequently, like to be a more 
tedious as well as a more difficult Work; there- 
fore moſt Prudence to begin with the eaſieſt 
firſt, eſpecially having to do with a ſlippery 
Chapman, of whom they can have no aſſurance, 
that he will long continue in the ſame Humour, 
though he were at preſent, never ſo much (ſeem- 
ingly ) reſolved, to be as good as his word. 
And as to the Flout he throws at the Quakers, 
concerning Infallibility ; I ſhall add a paſlage oue 
of Help in time of need, toſhew what he former- 
1y Aſſerted, as to the neceffity of People's being 
led by the Infallible Spirit, ſee p. 23. © There- 
© fore another Head was ſetup in the Church, 
© then Jeſus Chriſt, and the Pope and his Coun- 
© ci] was made Judge to determine al] Contro- 
© verfies in Religion, and no Man was to look at 
* an Infallible Judge (the Spirit of Truth within 
* him) and are ye not become as bad, who open- 
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© ly affir,that ye are not led by the infallible Spi- 


© rit, and conſequently not by the Spirit of God. 
My Fifth Head ( viz. © His pretended ten- 


© der Compaſlion tothe Souls of People, high- 


©ly infincere.) And my Sixth Head ( viz. 
© The Irregularity of his Propoſal of Diſtur- 
© bing our Meetings, contrary to Law ) He 
joins together uf x arg anſwered in his Nar- 
rative and Expoſtulation, ſo that be ſees nor the 
leaſt cauſe to ſay any thing unto them. Arſw. He 
has the prettieſt faculty of anſwering Matters 
beforehand, as a Man ſhall likely hear of; he 
has anſwered good part of my Book it ſeems, 
before its ſelf was in Being; tis much he had 
not anſwered ir all beforehand when his Hand 
was in, yet here ſtill comes in ſome bats and 
onlys that ſpoil his antecedent Anſwers, and if 
it were not for theſe dts and onlys, he needed 
have wrote but two or three Words in An- 
{wer to the whole Book, and have left it ſo to 
the Readers Conſideration, as he doth now ; 
He ſays, Only 1 take notice of the bold untruth he 
chargeth me with, of my propoſing the Diſturbing 
of their Meetings. Anſw. The untruth is his, 
not mine, as the Words I then quoted will 
evince to rational Men, which I ſhall again 
Tranſcribe, viz. © Or if they continue to juſti- 
© fie them, to refute them openly in the Face of

Nor will his following ex- 
cule acquit bim. viz, For 1 cautioned it exrreſly.that 
what ſwuld be done torefute their vile Errours, wight 
be done at the End of thtir Mectings, or at other ſet 
Times: Anſw.l think a Meeting cannot be proper- 
ly faid to be ended, unleſs the People diſperſe, 
but rather continued, however confuſedly di- 


ſturbed by ſuch irregular PraCtices. In the next 
Place, how will his Propoſal of o:ber ſer Times, 


hold with the other of mecting to them as they 
have mes to others, whom ( as he ſays) they aſ- 
ſaulted in the Face of their Congregations, will he 


ſay it was not during their Worſhip, but at other - 


Times ; then ſay I, not in the Face of their 
Congregations; if he ſay, it was in the Face 
of their Congregations, than how can he pro- 
Poſe the Quakers ſhould have the ſame Mzaſure 
met te them, by others doing it to them at ſet 
Times ; if he ſays true, in relation to their af- 
ſaulting the National Miniſters in the Face of 
their Congregations. This is as Poor, a con- 
fuſed, trifling, ſleeveleſs excuſe as can well be 
urged, *twill not help him off at all. 

Now to ſhew what a Man of Order he is, 


though got to the Sixth Head ( having only na-

no farther with it) he recurs to the Third, 


yet hath pretended to Anſwer that before; buy 
ſiuce ke hath foiſted in this Paſſage in this Place, 
I muſt ( though contrary to Method ) take no- 
tice of it here, ?tis this.

but upon a Point of Neceſlity ? The Mob were 
inc:nſed by railing Accuſitions, ſeveral of the 
Quakers went in danger of their Lives dy them, 
theſe ſlanders were vented by the publick 
Preachers from their Pulpits, the Mob divers 
times ſtirred up and encouraged by them ; 
What Raom was here left for any other Me- 
thod ? What Breach of the Civil Peace ? For 
that was broke before by their Adverſaries, a 


{ juſt Deteftion of whom ſeemed a likely way 


to Calm. them ; conſequently to preſerve the 
Civil Peace. What might. be acted at other 
Times, wherein the above Caſe was not plain 
and obvious, I leave, neither Aſtenting to nor 
Denying his Charge; and ſo neither do I Ju- 
ſtifie or Condemn the Actions, unleſs I knew 
better then I do the Matters by him objeRed , 
but ſhall go on with him, who 1ays farther. 
Ard that many, or rather indeed all of other Pro- 
feſſions do judge that the Quakers have miſrepre- 
ſented them, and put Abuſes on them ;, why ſhould 
they not think it fair, that theſe of other Profeſſions, 
who think themſelves. injured by them in Point 

DoFrine, ſbould have Freedom in Publick to clear 
themſelves, Arſw, They have had Freedom, 
and have endeavoured it too, we Jlook upon 
our ſelves abuſcd by them; we have had Free- 
dom in Publick to ctear cur ſelves, and have 


done it too ; and that in the moſt publick way 
in

in the World, viz. in Print, and that is accer- 


ding to his own Conceſſion, © The laſt Reme- 
*dy againſt Oppreſlion, Exatt Narrative, p. 38. 
and indeed a far more proper way than Face to 
Face by way of publick Oppoſition ; whether at 
the Beginning, Middle, or End of Meetings. 
And the ſame Liberty hath he too, which he 
hath not only made uſe of formerly, but till 
doth when*he pleaſeth himſelf. 
| The Seventh Head ( viz. © His endeavours 
©to excite the Civi} Authority againſt us) he 
repreſents as nothing but an unjuſt Inſimuation ; 
that, ſays he, 1 would excite the Civil Authority 
againſt them, and that 1 would fain inſtruit the 
Ctvil Authority, what their Dmty 1s in this Caſe. 
But they bringing no Proofs of their Charge againſb 
me, it were 4 ſuperfluous labour in me to Anſwer 
them on this Head, Anſw. He ſeems to be ves 
ry Cautious of beſtowing ſuperfluous Labour, 
but if he had been ſo in Reality ; he might ei- 
ther have forborn ſaying any thing at all; or 
or elſe have offered ſomething more to the 
purpoſe, for a ſufficient Proof I then brought,

Knowledge of him and us too z buf this 1 can 
tell him, had thoſe he ſummoned anſwered his. 
Challenge, there are ſome in Authority would 
not have countenanced them ; but did diſlwade 
them from appearing, and were well pleaſed 
with them for raking their Advice. Their 1Inſi- 
uation, adds he, p. 6. That ſuch Encouragement 
of any in the Civil Authority, would be a breach of 
an eſtabliſhed A of Parliament, i: /o filly and 
$5norant, that it deſerves not the leaft Conſiderati- 
on, Arnſw. As ſilly and ignorant as it is, he 
were not beſt to try Concluſions, in putting the 
propoſed Method in Praftice ; neither I ſup- 
Poſe will the Magiſtrates be in haſt to run the 
venture of it, according to his Solicitations, ſor 
( doubtleſs ) they know better than either he 
or I, what the Conſequence thereof would be. 
But what would this vain Man make of the 
Aft of Parliament for Liberty of Conſcience, 
A meer Cypher? Or not ſo much, ſurely 
he thinks ic may be ſerved as Boys ſerve Nine= 
Pins, ſet up to be thrown down again, 10 this 
made to be broke. 

The Eighth Head ( viz. © His high Opinion 
© of himſelf, in ſetting up for DireQer, both

© ligion) He calls « bare Fac'd Calumny. Dock 
(faith he) ary honeſt Ian, that Propoſeth bis kum- 
ble Opinion, what may be good for both the Pro- 


 teftant Religion, and State of the Kingdom, de- 


ſerve ſurh an unworthy Charafter ? Anſw, No 
not at all, by no means, but G* K:ith's Propoe 
ſal, is not his humble Opinion only ,. but a 
poſitive dixcion, how and what they ſhould 
do, as commendable and praiſe worthy : He 
ſaith not, I propoſe my humble Opinion that 
&c. But it would be a commeudable and praiſe 
worthy thing, &c. thereby implying, that it they 
do not ſo, they will neither do commendably 
nor praiſe wortbily in that Caſe, but' ſhould be 
diſ-commended and diſ-praiſed, as falling ſhort 
of Papiſts, in Zeal for the Chriſtian Faith ; and 
how far this method was like to prove deſtru- 
Rive, rather than beneficial C if practiſed) to 
the true Proteſtant Religion, I then ſhewed, but 
he jumps over, as indeed he doth moſt of the 
moſt material Points through that whole Trez- 
tiſe, from the beginning to the end, fo that I 
may truly ſay, lie hath not anſwered it, ſo much 
as by halves, Snapping at this, and Snarling at 
the other, but going through little or nothiag, 
as he ſhould, which how meanly it looks in one 
of his Qualifications, to ſo pitiful an Antagoniſt, 
as he renders me, 1 necd nor determine, but 
ſhall refer that part to iy Reader, to think of 
it as he ſees Cauſe. As to what he objects con- 
cerning G* Fox the Elder, G. Fox the Younger, 
and E. Burrorghs, he is ſtill in wabibus, only a 
fling and away, keeps in bare generals, comes to

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no particulars, and therefore not worthy ef no 
tice. | | 
In my Ninth Head (viz. © His malice againſt 
© our Books) I charged him with, being © either 
©groſsly infincere in pretending it is far from 
© him, to deſire the leaſt Sufferings to come 
© ypon onr Perſons or eſtates, or elſe very Igno- 
© rant of the Law in ſuch caſes (viz. Matrers 
Blaſphemous and Heretical, which _he hath al- 
ledged our Books contain) © which deeply affe&y 
© both Perſons and Eſtates, by Impriſenments, 
© Fines and Pillory,, &s. To this, faith he, I an- 
ſmwer. 1. Were not by the ſame Argument, they In- 
ſmgere or Ignorant, who have charged, not only ſome 
of their Brethren, bus differing from them, un Pun« 
ilio's of their Church-Governmnt , and Womens 
Meetings, as in particular Chriſtopher Taylor, 
bis charging William Rogers with high Blaſphemy, 
in a Printed Book of his, but alſo in charging witle 
Hereſie and Blaſphemy, many of the Miniſtry in the 
Nation, reputed Orthodox by Civil Authority. Anſw. 
His Refle&tion upon C. Taylor, will not do him 
any kindneſs, for *cis got Paralel with the State 
of the. Caſe between him and us, For C. Taylor 


_ dealt with W. Rogers Controverſially only in 


writing, and by way of a Religious Reproof, 
and there left it, but did not appeal to the Civib 
Magiſtrate againſt him , no not at all; he was 
ſo far from that, that he direRed it te none 
bur, Friends, as An Epiſile of Caution to them. 
But on the other Hand, G. Keith propoſed to 
have the Pious and Learned, jc. encouraged 
by the Civil Power, to queſtion Friends about 
Blaſphemy, .Herefie, &c. which would tend to

ſo, if his attempts could take effet, bring them 
under the danger of the Temporal Laws. A- 


gain G. Keith ſays fallly, in aſligning the dif-_ 


erence between W. Rogers and Friends, to be 
a difference only-in Panttilio*s of Church-Govern- 
ment :; For had he read the Book, and not re- 
ſolved to cloſe his Eyes, he might ſee that IW. 
Rogers finds fault with our Do&rine, Preface,

therefore in his Second Part, treats of Doftrines, 
wherein he oppoſed his to ours, in many par- 
ticulars. Thirdly, If nothing of this kind could 
be offered, yet is Recrimination of another, no 
Tujt Vindjcation of a Man's ſelf. If C. Taylor 
had been Culpable, and dene amiſs, that doth 
not Juſtife G. Keith in doing Evil. And now 
T think fit to take notice, and that once for all, 
of his Unmanly dealing ; he, by way of diſlike 
and reproach, mentions in ſeveral places of his 
Vindication, G. Fox, both Elder and Younger, 
E. Burroughs and C. Tayler, who are all Dead, 
two of them (1 believe) before himſelf went 
under the name of a Quaker, the other two he 
eſteemed as Brethren, and ſeemed to be in U- 
nity with, while Living, and yet he muſt now 
be digging ap their Sraves, I would ask him, 
What hurt they have done him, ſince they were 
Dead, that he cannot let them reſt now, ſeeing 
while Living,he had nothing to ſay againſt them? 
He goes on to a 2dly, But muſt not their Vile 
Errours and Hereſies be oppoſed, and the Authors 
of them witneſſed againſt, and warning given againſt

ders his Printing, nor propoſes to hinder it ; 
Oppoſition in Meetings by Countenance, or 
Authority, from the Civil- Magiſttate was the

And if what he wrote above 
thirty Years ago be worthy of Credit, we are

© People of the Lord, whom he hath formed 
© for himſelf, ſhall ſhew forth his Praiſe; and 
© the Lord will make it manifeſt, that we are 
© his ; and that he hath raiſed us up, and put 
© his Spirit in'us; and that he dwells in and

© the Earth; and they who will not ſee, ſhall 
© fee; and be aſhamed, and confounded ' for

. The Caſe between our Books, and- his Pern- 
. ſylvania Books, as ſtated by h:m,- was far dif- 
. ferent. To my allzdging, * It was but com- 

mon Prudence, . to hide the Bone of Contenti- 
* on, which he had prepared to thiaw in a- 
© monglſt us; leſt hjs quarrclſome Books ſhould 
© infe&t ſome with the ſame Spirit af Diſcord 
© here, as his quarrelſome Diſcourſes and Be- 
© haviour, had infected ſome there. He An- 
ſwers, P. 7. thus, 1. Had it not been more ho- 
neſty in them, as well as Chriſtian Prudence, to have 
. d;ſowned theſe groſs Errours, which 1 evidently pro- 
ved againſt them in Penniylvania, out of therr own 
Letters and Manuſcripts, as well as by other Proofs, 
then to have hid and cloaked them, and excommus 
nicated me, for my faithful oppoſing thers. Anſw. 
That ever thoſe groſs Errours he exclaims a- 
gainſt, were evidently proved againſt thoſe he 
accuſes, I never yst underſtocd from any but 
himſelf, who is too much a Party to be eſteem- 
ed an unbyzſled Judge in his own: Cauſe how 
evident, or how lame the Proofs were; and up: 
on the ſame botiom is his Charge laid againſt 
thoſe he accuſcth of Hiding and Cloaking thoſe 
Errours he hints at : but that he was Excom- 
municated ( as he Terms it) for his faithful

gore from the peiceable Spirit of Chrif; fo 
Not a bare faithful oppoſing of what he deem- 
ed Errours, that drew that Jadgment down up- 
on him. For 1t he had in Calmneſs and Cool- 
nels objeted what he eſteemed Erroneous, and 
managed his Cauſe in a peaceable Temyer of 
Mird ; until he were eitier Convinced of his 
Errour in lo thinking of them, or by ſtrength 
of Argument cffered in the Spirit of Meeknefs, 
he had Convinced them that they really were in 
Errour;z I preſume that Meeting would not 
have given forth that Paper againſt him.

Why they ſhowid ſuppreſs my Botks, and the 
Civil Authority ſhould not ſuppreſs theirs Anſw, 
I then told him where, bur ſince he takes no 
Notice of it, ſhall tell him again, part of what 
I then offered. 1. We bad Right and Title to 
ſich an Authority over him and his Books at that 
Time,as a Community or Society among lit whom 
he then pretended Memberſhip; and yet contrary 
to the Metho1 now long ſince practiſed amongit 
us, and which himſelf (while himſelf } had pra- 
Qiſed as well as others, Publiſhed the ſaid Books 
without the Approbation of thoſe with whom 
we had Fellowſhip, with an apparent Deſign to 
leaven a FaQton -for himſelf.

And ſuch was the 
cerrentior.s of my Books,and of my Spirit. }Anſw.This 
15 but a b< -gging the Queſtion, a taking for granted 
tite thing in Debate we ſay as well as he,thar our 
Books conterd for the Faich once delivered to 
the Saints, Therefore his contention againſt us 
groundleſs : Who muſt determine this ? The im- 
paitial Chriſtian Reader l think,therefore to him 
] leave it. He thinks, it ſeems, he hath the advan= 
rage, we the dl; ſadvanage, for my part, I can ſee no 
ground for ſci a Suppoſition, but am contented 
he ſhou!d hug himſelf with the Fancy, if he will 
nct be undeceived ; but let him have a care, leſt 
while he compaſles himſelf about with the Sparks 
of his own kindling, in the end he do not lie 
down in Sorrow, The reſt of his Refleftions on 
this Head, he ſpends inflinging contumelious Re- 
proaches on our Books, which being nothing but 


© Recrimination without Demonſtaticn, and in 
" Tubltance anſwered already, as a weak blaſt of 
EPPry Air, I pals over. © 
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He concludes with a Paſſage he takes a Tong 
ftride back to pick out of my Sixth Head ; ] 
therein only gave him a gentle touch about the 
Revolntions, but rubbing on a Sore place, he can- 
Not bear it; I had perhaps lipr it over now, 


had he not committed a bjunder u2becoming a 


Man of his Reading. I told him Frief Obſer- 
* vations P. 16, [t would almoſt tempt a Man to 
* conclude, if tne Doctrine of Kevolntions were 
* as prohable an Hypotheſis, as G. Keith hath re- 
© preſented it to be, that the Soul of Eroſtratus 
© were come apain in this Incendiary. Having

I know no Quakers 
guilty of this Charge ; therefore the Founda- 
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tion of his Retortion is a Bare-fac'd Calumny, 
for we place not all upon the inward Principle, 
but what God hath joyned together, we dare 
not put aſunder; neither do we exclude the 
Man Cbriſt Feſus from being our Saviour, but 
ſay that the Man Chri/# Jej#s, and rhe Light 
within which proceeds from Him, in whom-che 
Fulneſs dwells, are one and not divided, ani He 
as outwardly offered up and Alceadcd into Hea» 
ven, where He ſits at the Righ: Hand of the Mas 
jrfty on High, and as inwaidly revealed in the 
Hearts of his true B:lievers, is one compleat 
Saviour: And wherein G. Keith repreſents us 
to believe otherwiſe, he very well knows, he 
greatly Slandzrs us, having himſelf often de- 
clared the contrary : Whereof 1 have given 
many inſtances, but ſhall now add 2nother ont 
of the often already quoted Book, viz. Help 
in time of Neea, p. 78, 79. © And now, whether 
© ye will hear, or forbear; this I do declare 
© unto you, 1n the Naine 2nd Power, and Au- 
© thority of the Living God, the Day of the 
© Lord is ofa Truth broken forth among us, and 
© ye ſhall look till your Eyes fail you, and Rot 
_ © within your Eye holcs, ere ever ye ſee another 
© day,or appearance of Feſus Chriſt to your com- 
© fort, then what we the People of the Lord called 
© Quakers, do witneſs Come,and yet more abun- 
© dantly Coming, and if ye willnat hear,my Soul 
© ſhall Mourn for you in ſecret places,and Weep 
© before the Lord on your behalf. Well, here's 
a large Teſtimony on the Quakers behalf, 
therefore either he falſely accuſeth us now; or 
elſe in 1664 he was guilty of tranſcendent Pre- 
ſumption, in pretending to ſay as above, in the 
Name 
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Name, Power and Authority, of the Living 
God, if it was not fo, but quite otherwiſe, 
He concludes thus. - But twenugh they have noe 
their Souls, I am ſure they bave their Heather:iſh, 
Anti-chriſtian Principles, Anſw, This in ſubſtance 
is anſwered already, yet becauſe he ſo often calls 
us Anti-ebrifts, and our Principles Ant1-chri/t;-

© for that coming of Chrift in his Budily Ap- 
© pearance at Ferrnſalem, Arti-chriſt will not, 
© does not'deny it, being he knows it wil never 
© harm his Kingdom; ſo to confeſs him come, 
© providing Chri/'s Kingdom be not ſet up in 
© the Heart. Now, upen the whole, as he ſaid 
to the Teachers, he dircCfted his Speech to, /bid. 
P- 33. © Yecould be better employed in holding, 
<a Plow, or digging in a Field, or any other ho- 
© neſt Occupation, then to be deluding poor 
© People. Sofay I, he might be better employ- 
ed in Teaching Scool, or any other honeſt Qc- 
cupation, then in thus Villifying and Abuſing 
an honeſt People, and impoſing that upon the 
World, as truth of which he is ſure, when in. 
the mean time he knows otherwiſe. | 
One thing more ( though not ſo very Mate-- 
rial ) 1 ſhall take notice of bcfore we part, and 
that is, Inthe management of his Vindication and 
the ObjeCtions he raiſes againft my Brief Ob/ſer-. 
vations; he ſometimes uſes the words they = 
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their, fometimes he and his as if 'Synonimous 3 
truly, if 1 did not conclude him to be a good 
Grammarian, I might be ready. to query, whe- 
ther he tcok theſe Pronouns to be all of a 
Number ; but ſince bis Schollarſhip is not to be 
veſtioned at all,” much Icſs in ſo common a 
Cale as the firſt parts of the Accidence taught 
School-Boys, it argues confulion in bim, and 
want of circumſpeCtion, both in Penning and 
Reviſing, and might have been better excuſed, 
had he been a Novice, though a bo/d one, or an

I have now gone threugh his Sheet, and can- 
not but here obſerve, to what a paſs an il} cauſe 
bringsa Man, though qualified with Arts, Parts, 
and Learning. Thar the heat of Controverſie 
{ the current whereof, I muſt needs tell him, 
hath run egainſt him, let him Bolſter bimſelf 
up with what Bull-ruſhes he pleaſes ) ſhould 
inftigate him to pour out ſo virulent a peice as that Fxpoſfu- 
lation, a plain indication that he is not led-by the peaceable 
Spirit of Chrift, but a froward, angry, revengeful Spirit, 
and when Jaid open and proved plainly upon him,by Matter 
of Fat,without {tretching or ſtraining Words or Sentences ;- 
Rather then he will fall uucder Reproof, or ſeem to be ſen- 
fible, that in his Pattion he hal over-ſhot himſelf, by lying; 
ftil under a tacit acquieſcing that he had ſo done ; diſdain- 
ing, "tis like, that a young Man of ſo inferiour qualifications 
ſhould tell him his own 3 mnſt Publiſh ſomething in De- 
fence of a thing not at all Defenſible : Which how it is per- 
formed, whether he hath not done it very lightly, wi:hout. 
anſwering,or.fo much as teuching ſome of the moſt Material 
Paſſages | urged againſt him, and whether this my Rejoine 
der have not anſwered the whole ſub{tance of his (fo called ) 
Fuſt Y indication, as it is not ſy proper for me to determine; 


ſo I ſhall again ſubmit to the Learned, Pijous, and Judicious 
arhong all lorts of Pr:tefants, into whoſe Hands theſe Treas | 


tifes may happen fo light. |
